Operation Santa Now 


Officially Underway Here 


Even though 1977 is only 
half a year old, Operation 
Santa Claus is already under- 
way in Elba and other Wire- 
grass communities.

Even so, 30,000 toys were 
distributed among 25 commu- 
nitkes in the Wiregrass area. 

‘Operation Santa Claus‘is a 
project that has the full, year- 
(rourd attention of 10 - 15 vol- 
unteér Army personnel of the 


of Ft. Rucker. They begintheir 
task of repairing, putting to- 
gether, painting, and all other 
repair work in January, after 
Christmas is over, and all the 
toys are distributed. 

“The work area is divided 
into sections -- such as ‘Doll 
Section,’ ‘Bike Section,’ etc., 
says Sgt. Prater, ‘‘and the per- 
sonnel really enjoy their work 
on the toys.”’ 

He says they will take parts 
and pieces of toys, such as bi- 
cycles, and come up witha good 
bike for a child. They are all 
painted and fixed up like new. 

In Elba, pickup point for toys 
is the Police Station. Any group, 
organization, or individual may 
contribute toys in any shape of 
repair. 

Also, Sgt. Prater says they 
will travel in a radius of up

Council Debate 


The Elba City Council meet- 
ing began rather routinely 
Tuesday night, but all eyes 
appeared to be on the item on 
the agenda concerning the gar- 
bage truck body. After all 
other business had been con- 
ducted, Mayor Folsom turned 
on his tape recorder and open- 
ed the meeting to _ publicly 
discuss the matter that had 
kept the city officials in an 
uproar for the past several 
days. 

Folsom began the discus- 
sion by asking Street Superin- 
tendent Gerald Wambles_ to 
relate what happened at the 
beginning of the incident. 
Wambles told of taking the 
broken garbage truck to Enter- 
prise on Thursday and getting 
a quick estimate of five or six 
thousand dollars. Wambles said 
he told a Mr. Frank Moore to 
check the truck and call the 
city clerk or mayor with a 
price on the repairs. Folsom 
then asked City Clerk Jack 
Prescott to relate what hap- 
pened when Moore called. 
Prescott said that in the first 
call, Moore said the truck was 
in bad condition and would cost 
$12,000 to repair and suggest- 
ed buying a new one for less 
than $15,000. 

Folsom then related that on 
Friday he, Prescott, Wambles 
and Councilmen Cleo Hawkins 
and Mike Russell went to Ent- 
erprise and talked to Mr. 
Moore about the garbage truck 
body. Reportedly Moore told 
them it was beyond repair and 
not worth fixing and told 
Folsom he would allow nothing 
on trade-in. 

The debate centered around 
this visit Friday. Prescott, 
Wambles, Hawkins and Russell 
all said they left with the im- 
pression Elba had bought the 
body under the provision in 
the law to spend more than 
the bid law limits without bids 
if it was an emergency. The 
above men were under’ the 
impression that Mayor Folsom 
said he was declaring it an 
emergency and buying the body. 

Folsom denies saying this, 
or that he said ‘he was voting 
twice to make sure the motion 
would pass the council. Folsom 
said he would declare the emer- 
gency and vote twice if neces- 
sary IF it was a real emer- 
gency. 

Councilman Wayland Sharp- 
less spoke up and repeated a 
conversation he had had with 


Folsom shortly after this in 
the city hall. Sharpless said 
that Folsom told him Elba 
needed the body and couldn’t 
wait until the next meeting and 
also refused to call a special 
meeting to discuss the matter 
as ‘Sharpless requested. Again 
Folsom said he told Sharpless 
that he said he would buy it 
IF it was an emergency. 
Sharpless countered with the 
statement that Folsom told him 
he was doing it because Elba 
had to have the truck working. 
Sharpless said he again opposed 
the purchase and requested a 
full council meeting. 

Prescott related that after 
returning from Enterprise Fri- 
day, he received a phone call 
from Mr. Moore requesting a 
purchase order number. 
Prescott stated that he told 
Moore he could not issue a 
purchase order at that time 
because he felt the matter was 
still up in the air and probably 
would be until Tuesday night. 

Saturday morning, Hawkins 
and Mr. Ray Trammell went to 
Enterprise and looked over the 
broken equipment. Trammell, 
who had experience construct- 
ing that type garbage bodies 
estimated repairs on the old 
body at less than $2,000. With 
this information Hawkins re- 
turned to Elba and related this 
to Folsom. Monday morning, 
Folsom said he went to Enter- 
prise and got the truck and 
returned it to Elba for the re- 
pairs. He noted that at this 
time he also told Mr. Moore 
Elba was not buying his new 
truck body. 

Moore’ reportedly then 
called several councilmen and 
explained that he was in a tight 
because he had already pur- 
chased the new body from Gar- 
wood and it could not be re- 
turned. The council was told 
that Moore had borrowed the 
money at the bank on a ten-day 
note and he was in a real bind. 

Monday afternoon, Moore, 
Folsom and several councilmen 
met in city hall and engaged in 
a heated discussion on the 
matter, and Folsom again said 
he was not declaring it an 
emergency and had not told 
Moore Elba was definitely tak- 
ing the body. 

Councilman Jimmy Wise, 
who was not present during any 
of the Thursday and Friday 
and Saturday discussions, was 
present Monday, and at the 
meeting Tuesday noted that re-

Qur city fathers are in a big dispute at press time about buying 
a new packer body for a garbage truck. We have listened to 
the arguements and statements about what is needa, and 
what has been said, and by whom it was said. After hearing 
all this, we sit back and attempt to come to some conclusion 
about just who is right, but alas, there is no clear cut RIGHT. 
First we think it is abuse of the law to declare an emergency 
and spend $15,000 of our tax money on a truck body without 
taking bids. Second, knowledgeable persons say the present 
truck can and will be fixed for less oan pagar et ee 
12,000 quoted by the salesman. However if a majority 0 
votes members of the governing body tells a firm ‘‘go ahead, 
we will buy it by declaring an emergency, then the expense 
incurred by the firm was a direct result of this commitment 
(in this case by Mayor and two councilmen) and therefore, — 
we have wrongs that lean to both a yes and also a no vote on 
the purchase. Three Elba councilmen, two city employees, 
and a representative of the garbage body firm say Mayor 
Folsom said Friday he was declaring an emergency and was 
buying the body. Five of these people were present in one 
group when the statement was reportedly made. Mayor Fol- 
som says he used the word “‘IF,’’ yet no one seems to re- 
member this but him. However in less than thirty minutes 
after the group split up, City Clerk Jack Prescott, who was 
one of the group, refused to issue a purchase order to the firm 
and said he told the man he couldn't because all this was not 
sure until after the council meeting Tuesday night. Yet Mon- 
day, the man reports he has already borrowed the money at 
the bank, purchased the body and it can’t be returned and Elba 
must take it. Mayor Folsom correctly quoted the law of 
declaring emergencies Tuesday night when he said it must be 
in writing and there is no such report in writing, and Folsom | 
says he cannot and will not under the conditions, He says 
Elba has ample garbage pick-up equipment, and the other 
truck will be fixed shortly. Folsom says such action would 
leave him and the others libel fora law suit for abusing the law, 
and on this point we agree. Members of the city council say 
a verbal commitment is as good as a purchase order and re- 
fusal to honor the: commitment leaves the city open for a law 
suit and makes Elba the laughing stock of the state. Again 
we agree. Hence straddling is not our style, but in this case, 
we honestly don’t have an opinion as to what would be the best 
move to make now. Probably, I would go running to some 
legal authority with considerable expertise in this field of law 
and hope he could protect me legally, and then worry about 
protecting my (or the city’s) word next. 
The above problem should never have happened and can only 
be summed up as innocence or ignorance on the part of those 
pulling the strings. It was said Tuesday night that steps 
were being taken to insure this never happened (a motion 
that maior purchases MUST come before a full council meet- 
ing). This points up the danger of people electing all new of- 
ficials every four years. Each new group must learn these 
lessons anew and make promises of not letting it happen 
again. We throw them out (either at election time or before) 
Then we flounder while the new folks search for the way out 
of the forest and continue to get lost. I wonder if it will ever 
end? 
No wild fish tales this week ‘cause I am busy with the garbage 
business and don’t know anything about it either!

When a woman 
soloed, the tradition of cutting 
off her shirttail was switched. 
She ‘‘had onan expensive blouse 
so she cut off her husband's 
shirttail instead!’’ 

Evelyn's oldest student was 
13-year old ‘‘Mr. Mac,’’ who 
is thought to be the oldest per- 
son in the immediate vicinity 
to obtain a pilot's license. To 
do so, one must attend 13 
weeks of ground school, and 
log 40 to 50 hours of flying 
time. 

A participant in the Pow- 
der Puff Derby several times 
since 1951, Evelyn has flown 
in the event 5 times. An of- 
ficial in the Derby for 8 years, 
she was chief timer 4 years. 
Evelyn also flew a plane in the 


All-Woman’s International Race 
in 1955 which originated in 
Washington D. C. and ended 
in Havanna, Cuba. 

On the day of my visit 
to the Morristown Flying Ser- 
vice, | had to catch Evelyn 
between lessons in order to 
talk to her. While checking 
flight headings, etc., of a young 
student, she hurriedly atea late 
lunch, feeding bits of it to her 
female German Shepherd, 
Charlee, who wandered into the 
airport and was befriended by 
Evelyn. 

A typical day for Evelyn 
begins at ‘‘sun-up’’ and contin- 
ues over 10:00 or 11:00 p.m. 
Her VA and FAA approved 
school has over 50 students in 
various stages of work. Some 
are in ground school, while 
others are more advanced and 
are engaged in cross-country 
flights. Evelyn knows the pro- 
gress of each of them, al- 
though she has little to do with 
the ground school. She employs 
5 pilots, and a ground instruc- 
tor so she can attend to other 
duties of the flight school. 

It stands to reason that cer- 
tain honors and awards should 
come to Evelyn Bryan John- 
son. She was awarded the 
Carnegie Medal in 1960 for 
saving the life of a man whose 
helicopter crashed on the run- 
way of the Morristown Air- 
port. Evelyn grabbed a fire 
extinguisher, crawled under the 
spinning rotors of the ‘copter, 
put out the fire, and pulled the 
man from the wreck. 

In 1974 she was awarded 
the Flight Instructor of the 
Year for the Nashville, Tenn.

them effective. 
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HOG PRICE OUTLOOK 

Dan Linton, livestock mar- 
keting specialist at Auburn, had 
this to say about the hog price 
outlook: ‘‘It appears that the 
‘prices of hogs are going to 
decline somewhat as we go into 
the fall. Fall and winter prices 
Should be 35-36¢ per pound. 
We will be short of corn here, 
but this does not include the 
nation as a whole. We should 
have a bumper grain crop in- 
cluding corn and wheat. This 
would be an indication there 
will be a lot of livestock feed- 
ing. The cost of feeding is 
going to be about the same. 

A few months ago, we thought 
1978 would be a good year for 
hogs. However, this outlook 
has changed somewhat. Infact, 
the economists did not expect 
1977 to be as good a hog year 
as it has been. This was due 
to the large number of pigs 
killed due to the cold winter.’’ 


CORN BORER 

During recent days I have 
noticed some medium to hea- 
vy infestations of the lesser 
corn stalk borer. These bor- 
ers affect both soybeans and 
peanuts. One field of soybeans 
I saw had at least a 20% re- 
duction in stands. The lesser 
corn stalk borer is always 
worse in dry weather. 

For both soybeans and pea- 
nuts, we recommend parathion 
granules. This material is 
more effective than anything 
else that has been used. It 
is applied in a band over the 
row. Rainfall is needed to make 
In fact, they 
won't be effective at all until 
it does rain. 

You could have a small 
percent stand loss due to the 
lesser corn stalk borer without 
beginning treatment, However, 
if treatment is necessary, ap- 
ply the granules at the rate 
of+20 pounds per acre. A special 
attachment is needed in order 
to get the granules right over 
the row in a 10 to 15-inch 
band.

the animal science department 
at Auburn University, had this 
to say about the beef cattle 
outlook: ‘‘Because of the de- 
crease in numbers of cattle, 
we would expect to see a grad- 
ual improvement in prices 
during 1977. 1978 through 1982 
appear to be profitable years 
for the beef jndustry. The at- 
mosphere in the beef industry is 
not good at all. We had the 
severe winter and the drought. 
There should be a gradual im- 
provement inthe price of cattle 
over the next five years. We 
are in the price improvement 
phase of the cattle industry. 
In oher words, as price im- 
proves the number of breeding 
animals declines. 

“We are having increased 
sales of cattle during droughty 
periods which are depressing 
prices somewhat. We are like- 
ly to see this trent change 
after we get out of this de- 
pressed drought we are in. 
Producers are urged not to 
give up because ofthe reduction 
in numbers. The people who 
stay and do a good job of ma- 
nagement should get a good 
profit out of their cattle. 


CORN WORMS 

We have a number of worms 
damaging corn in the tasseling, 
silking and roasting ear stage. 
These worms are extremely 
difficult to control. They im- 
bed themselves in the ears of 
corn, 

We do not recommend trying 
to control them because of the 
difficulties mentioned above. 
Any increase in yield due to 
control at this late stage would 
cost as much as the benefit. 
However, the main problem is 
being able to control them when 
they get in the ears. Inci- 
dentally, I have noticed more 
corn worm damage this year 
than I have in several years. 

For small gardens Sevin 
and other good worm killers 
are very effective. You would 
need to put this on about every 
three or four days from the 
time you first notice the da- 
mage when the corn is small.

SOYBEAN OUTLOOK 

We have had a substantial 
increase in soybean acreage 
this year. Many of the acres 
have been contracted. This 
meaus the producer knows ex- 
actly what he will get for each 
bushel, However, many others 
have planted for the first time, 
‘and they will depend onthe mar- 
ket price, 

Allen Brown, marketing spe- 
cialist, had this to say about 
soybean prices ‘‘Wecanexpect 
soybean prices to continue 
strong throughout the rest of 
1977 and into 1978. The futures 
market bears this out. Soy- 
bean prices are likely to remain 
near $7 through the 1977 har- 
vest and into 1978. The outlook 
for the Alabama crop and most 
of the rest of the southeast is 
hot good because of extremely 
dry weather lending itself to 
late planting and errat stands. 
However, throughout the mid- 
west where most of the nation’s 
beans are planted, crops are off 
‘to a good start. Thus, the 
‘market for the nationas a whole 
is expected to be near or 
Slightly above the 1976 crop. 
But carry over supplies of soy- 
beans are low, and prices are 
expected to remain strong.

SMOKE DETECTORS 


The $40 to $60 a family 
pays for a smoke detector is 
money well spent In fact, 
smoke detectors are required 
by law in all mobile hom 
manufactured since June 1°? 
and in new houses financed by 
the Veterans Administration, 
Federal Housing Authority and 
Farmers Home Administration 
Some insurance companies are 
even offering premium credit 
for installed smoke detectors 


and fire alarms. 

Two types of smoke detec- 
tors are used in homes--ioniza- 
tion and photoelectric smoke 
detectors. Smoke entering ei- 
ther type of detectors sets off 
an ear-piercing alarm design- 
ed to alert even the soundest 
Sleepers. When shopping for 
either kind of smoke detectors, 
look first for the label of Un- 
derwriters Laboratories or 
Factory Mutual System. 

Choosing betweeu the types 
of detectors may be difficult. 
Ionization smoke detectors re- 
spond best to a flaming fire 
and will operate on either 
house 
power which works if a fire 
damages the home's electrical 


wiring. Photoelectric detec- 
tors are more sensitive to 
smoke from smoldering fires-- 
the fires that cause more 


deaths--but photoelectric de- 
tectors must be connected to 
electrical outlets. 

Ideally one of both types of 
smoke detectors would be best, 
but either kind will give some 
fire protection if located prop- 
erly. Put a smoke detector 
on the ceiling or high on the 
wall in the hallway outside the 
bedrooms, is advised, Many of 
the deaths cause by fires hap- 
pen during the night when smoke 
and gases over comes unsus- 
pecting sleepers. 


ENERGY TIPS 

Little details like cooking 
in flat bottom pans and matching 
pan size to surface unit size 
are good ways to save energy. 
And tight fitting lids covering 
pans make foods begin boiling 
or steaming quicker, saving you 
time as well as energy. 

Another detail to remember 
is resisting the temptation to 
frequently check on that special 
new recipe you're baking inthe 
oven. Each time you open the 
door, the oven temperature 
drops 25 to 30 degrees. Using 
a timer instead of peeking in 
the oven or selecting an oven 
with a window in the door. And 
preheat the oven only when ne- 
cessary--many don’t need a 
preheated oven,

$8000 Paving Grant 


The Kinston City Council 
met on ‘Twesday night, July 19, 
at city hall, and voted unani- 
mously to adopt a resolution 
soos an $6000 grant from 
the e Highway Department 
to be used for street repair 
and paying. » 

The meeting began at 
1:80 p.m. with all members pre- 
sent. Present were Mayor 
Steve Hunko, City Clerk Peggy 
Cain, and Council members, 
Sara Bowden, Houston Martin, 
phi? Adams, Harold Rhodes 
and Mickey Weeks. 

After Councilman Adams 
led the group in prayer, the 
minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved. 

The council discussed what. 
work should be done with the 

000 grant, and suggested set- 

up a priority system. 
Various projects mentioned in- 
cluded the patching of holes 
in the downtown area and gen- 
eral paving throughout the city. 

The city also received 
$10,000 to be used to employ 
a radio dispatcher and police- 
man, and $500 for recreation 
equipment. 

Councilman Adams said, 
‘When we purchase the equip- 
ment, we should keep it in a 
safe place. When the equip- 
ment is used, it should be 
signed for.’’ 

The council agreed to let 
Coach Eddie Hill and Coach 
Pete Kelley be in charge of the 
recreation program for the re~- 
mainder of the summer, and 
authorized them to purchase 
whatever equipment is needed. 

. Mayor Hunko presented a 
bill from the Odom Truck Com- 
pany in the amount of $375 
for work done on the City's 
water tank in 1976. The com- 
pany claims to have a 10-year 
contract with the city for main- 
tenance of the tank. 

“We can’t find a copy of the 
contract,’’ said Hunko, ‘‘and I 
don’t think we should pay the 
bill until we see the contract!”’ 

The council voted unani- 
mously to withhold payment 
of the bill until the company 
sends a copy of the contract to 
the city. 

The council was informed 
that it had been announced the 
Kinston Rescue Squad would 
receive a grant to buy equip- 
ment. The amount of the grant 
was not announced, but it must 
be matched on a 50-50 basis 
by the Rescue Squad.

Officials Blame Fumes From Glue But Can’t 


Explain Source Of Spark 


A flash fire at the Elba 
plant of Dorsey Trailers Fri- 
day afternoon hospitalized five 
men with extensive burns. The 
fire was reported to the Elba 
Fire Department at 2:52 p.m.; 
however, company employees 
using emergency fire fighting 
equipment had the blaze under 
control when the fire trucks 
arrived. The fast action was 
aided by the fact that several 
employees of the trailer man-

Jail Population 


The Coffee County jail in 
Elba was overflowing with 41 
inmates Tuesday morning, ac- 
cording to Sheriff Neil 
There were pri- 
soners sleeping in halls, on 
floors and everywhere. How- 
ever, ten of the state in- 
mates have been transferred 
to either other jails or state 
prisons. 

One was. wanted in Geneva 
County also and he, along with 
two other state prisoners, were 
transferred to Geneva County. 
The transfer to Geneva was out 
of the goodness of their heart, 
Grantham said. 

Three of the inmates were 
charged with escaping from the 
work release center (already 
serving state time); one was 
transferred to the Frank Lee 
Youth Center, and the work 
release violators and three 
others were transferred to 
Kilby. 


The jail has a capacity of. 


thirty-four inmates, and 
Grantham reports that if at all 
possible, local citizens charged 
with minor crimes or traffic 
offenses are being taken or sent 
home with less than ideal bonds 
to keep down the population in 
the jail; yet it stays full and 
overflowing most of the time. 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night with all present 
and the highlight of the evening 
again was a debate about the 
grabage truck body. This 


week the potential seller, Frank, 
Moore of Enterprise, was.at the 


meeting and expressed diSgust 
with Mayor Folsom and said 
he wanted to talk with the 
council and tell them what had 
happened. Following this state- 
ment, Moore and Folsom got in- 
to a heated exchange several 
times. The discussion began 
to wind down quickly when 
Folsom told, ‘‘the tail gate 
belongs to Elba, the garbage 
truck belongs to Elba and you 
are only a salesman and have 
no authority to decide things 
for the City of Elba.’’ 

The discussion opened with 
Moore being recognized and in 
response to being asked to 
please state his business, 
Moore said, ‘‘ I want to see 
what the council is going to do 
about the garbage truck.’’ 

Folsom then announced that 
the old truck was fixed and 
was back at work picking up 
garbage on the regular route. 
He noted that the total bill 
for the repair (including all 


parts and labor) totalled 
$325.60. Folsom then com- 
pared this several times 


throughout the discussion with 
the price quoted by Moore that 


reportedly ranged upwards 
from $5000 to $12,000 before 
the talk turned to a new gar- 
bage body two weeks ago. 

Moore asked, ‘‘What are 
you (Folsom) going to do about 
the word you gave me in my 
office?’’ Mayor Folsom re- 
sponded by quoting the law 
that prohibits him from buy- 
ing anything over $2000 with- 
out taking bids. 

Moore then stated that Fol- 
som told him he was declaring 
it an emergency so that it could 
be bought that day without 
bids. He added, ‘‘You think 
@ man over 70 years old and 
with a reputation good enough 
to be elected by the people of 
a town---you could take his 
word.’’ 

Folsom said, ‘‘An indivi- 
dual you can, but a city, you 
can’t.’ 

Moore again said, ‘‘The 
council is who I came to talk 
to. I didn’t come to talk to 
you anyway.’’ 


When Folsom noted that: 


the repairs cost only $325.60 
to repair, Moore said, ‘‘You 
don’t know what you are talk- 
ing about, you are not a ma- 
chinery man, nor a solid waste 


rt. ” 
exPeCouncilmen Jimmy Wise 


and Cleo Hawkins made a few 
comments about the matter and 
helped establish when and what 


? 


had been said but little else. 
Councilman John W. Sharp- 
less. suggested working out 
something so the man would 
not lose any money, and both 
Folsom and Hawkins indicated 
this was not legal. 

Moore left the meeting 
and was heard to say he would 
“*‘sue”’. 

A group of citizens from 
the Mulberry Heights area 
appeared and asked when they 


were going to get reliefontheir 
‘drainage problems. Spokesman 


for the group, Ernest Ellison, 
said they had been promised 

and promised but nothing had 
been done. Nathan Lee said 
during the last rain, he had to 

dip sewage from his bathtub 
because everything was stopp- 
ed up. The council and the 
city clerk told the group that 
the county was to do some 
work on the road, since it was 
a county road. Then the city 
could do the ditch work. How- 
ever before they left them, the 
group was told that the city 
would start work first thing 
Wednesday morning. Mem- 
bers of the group were Elli- 
son and Lee, Leo Henderson, 
Arch Barnes, Will Rogers and 
Sam Siler. 

The council voted unani- 
mously to place Street Super- 
intendent Gerald Wambles and 
Assistant Superintendent J. C. 


Stuckey on straight salary, and 
stressed that they didn’t want 
them to lose any money from 
‘the change. 

No action was taken on the 
purchase of two new police cars, 
eventhough bids bad been sent 
out and two dealers said it was 
too late to special order a 
1977 police car, and certain 
changes would have to be made 
in the specs to order a 1978 
model. 

Fleetwood Carnley was named, 
to handle the work of City Re- 
corder during the time Bill 
Stokes is sick and unable to 
work. Stokes is in a Bir- 
mingham hospital. Carnley had 
‘agreed to fill in during the weeks 
or months Stokes was unable 
to work. 

A public hearing was ad- 
vertised and held on rezoning 
two pieces of property in El- 
ba.

The other case concerned 
rezoning some property on the 
Brantley Highway for con- 
struction of a shopping center. 


The council tabled any action 
on this matter until the owner. 
Mac Champion, or the devel- 
oper furnished a drawing of 
what would be constructed. This 
was in spite of Champion re- 
peatedly telling the council about 
‘the size of the parking lot, 


The council adjourned, but
